isstasd perfect. But I think the very 
best and most remarkable results 
were in feeding a bunch of draft 
colts. These were fed In th* propor- 
tion of one-half bushel of alfalfa meal 
to one quart of corn, mixed wet as 
before and fed in bunks in eed yards. 
The co'.ts were fed all of this they 
could eat up .lean three times a day 
and were allowed to run to prali.e 
hay and oat and straw anJ eat as 
much aa tey pleased. They — lailc 
the greatest growth and looked the 
best of any lot of rolls in the coun- 
try, and the expense was not neai v 
so great as It would have been to 
feed them oats as I used to Jo. 

We also fed SO head of steers for 
beef. starlliiK with la> pounds of corn 
and 2» pounds of alfalfa meal per 
jday for each steer and gradna ly re- 
1 during the alfalfa meal until we had 
120 pounJs of corn and in pounds of 
alfalfa meal. 

These steers were allowed some 
com fodder for roughening and Hie 
feeding was so profitable we cleared 
over $300 on the 20 steers while 
none of our neighbors were able to 
make any profit on the same pok-ed 
steers and beef W. f, ,| a I, .inch ,.r 
sh«-'|i with equal ) good results. In 
feeding hogs we And our best results 
by mixing shorts and finely ground 
alfalfa meal half and half by weight, 
and have It fed In a thin swill. For 
brood sows and growlrrg pigs It Is the 
cheapest and most satisfactory feed 
we have ever ii'.ed. For finishing fat- 
tening hogs It mav be a lilt > bulky 



to get the most rapid results, al- 
though a 'Ittle of the alfalfa fed even 
to tbem will be a sreat benefit unless 
one had some more concentrated pro- 
tein like tankage. We also fej 40 
head of dairy cows for six months as I 
an experiment. Wc found that for 
the average milker giving about 2*4 
gallons of milk per day that one 
quart of corn chops to one-half 
bushel of alfalfa meal fed twice a 
day with all the corn fodder sh*. 
wished between feed'., was a very sat- 
isfactory ration and produced more 
milk at the least exis'iise. A num- 
ber of experiments were made chang- 
ing alfaifa meal to loan and back 
again, pound for pound, and always 
.the results were In favor of (be al- 
falfa meal in the amount of mirk 
produced. From these experiences 
and others we have had. I do not 



hesitate to say that alfalfa meal will 
balance the earbo-n yd rates-rat Ions 
perfectly and give the most excellent 
results In every esse. 

It certainly Is equal to bran if not 
superior to it in every way except 
that it may require wetting and may- 
be s.ightly more dusty to handle. It 
sometimes takes a few days to get 
the aulmals accustomed to It and It 
should be begun In small quantities 
and gradually increased, but after 
feeding for a very few daya the ani- 
mals soon like It better than any 
other feed we have ever given them. 
Bvcry dairy in our community urj 
alfalfa meal and our horse men say 
they would not raise young horses 
without It. Out of hundreds of peo- 
ple who h„>.- us.'ri II I have never 

seen one who did not like it.

for the abolition of war? 

They can educate public opinion. 
The greatest moral Influence In the 
country Is the pulpit. Through tfje 
pulpit and the religious press they 
ran awaken the public conscience 
snd create a universal demand for 
the abolition of war a limitation of 
armament and an International court 
or arbitral Justice Bver> church 
member has a part In this. The In- 
ternational commlt'tee of the Young 
[Men's Christian association, the 
'young people's societies snd all re- 
ligious organisations sboulJ feel tbeli 
responsibility. It is desirable that 
.schools should celebrate the 18th of 
I May as Peace Day. The committee 
recommends: 

1. That the federal council de- 
clare its conviction that war Is evil, 
and Christian nations should resort 
to arbitration In case of international 
di file u It lea. 

2. That It favors the creation of 
the International court of arbltra. 
Justice. 

3. That It Is opposed to Increase 
or armaments. 

4. That It learna to its satisfac- 
tion or the negotiation of treaties of 
arbitration between the I'nited States 
and some nations, hopes that other 
treaties may be negotiated and that 
their existence be no longer limited 
to Ave years. 

The committee also recommenJs 
the adoption of a resolution com- 
mending to all churches the observ- 
ance of the Sunday before Christina* 
a* Peace Sunday, and a resolution 
recommending that the various 
young people's societies recognise 
May 18 as Hague Day. and In all 
their chapters on that day consider 
e subject of peace. 

Marriage and IMvorrc. 
The report of the committee on 
Family Ufe, which was prepared by 
the Rt. Rev. William CrosweH Doane, 
bishop of the Protc-tant Eplscopa* 
diocese of Albany, N. Y.. was pre- 
sented by the Rev. Dr. K. at. Mat- 
thews, of Chicago, bishop of the 
I'nited Brethren In Christ. Bishop 
Ooanea report wss In part as fol 
lows: 

• Marriage is an estate of life con- 
tinuous and permanent, denned In a 
religious wa* In the Scriptures snd 
described b> the statutes ra a civil 
and legal sense. The great need of 
the time Is to Impress upon 
women the seriousness, 
and solemnity of msrrlage. It Is the 
only contract which a man ana a 
woman .-an make for life, the only 
contract that cannot end by mutual 
consent, the only life contract test Is 
legally binding, the only contract 
ksgaKf binding for more than a year 
that is not expressed In welting. 

"Next Is the dsnger of easy di- 
vorce, tearing up the roots of the 
family and family llf*. D4«cr as wa 
may In the various Protestant 
churches upon U>e grounds on which 
divorce may be allowed there Is a 
concensus of opinion In sll tha 
chunhes that divorce is a menace to 
society and a threatening luin to the 
home The committee unhesitatingly 
declare that in their Judgment there 
Is at most but one cause for which 
a mariiage ought to be broken by a 
court or law. Meanwhile It becomes 
us as teachers to create a clear and 
► tiong public opinion to enlist on the 
side or the sacredness of marriage, 
the Irreslstable power of social 
opinion.
